Warden Lawes, Maverick, the 
stocky ex-congressman from Tex- 
as, and Major Burke, talked to 
the men and women of both insti- 
tutions this morning. 

The warden told the men and 
women, white and black: “I be- 
seech your co-operation until we 
can do our best toward equipping 
this plant. It will be a period 
of adjustment in which we shall 
need your help.” 

Maverick told them: “We're 
going to try to help. We're go- 
ing to try to find the equipment 
for you.” 

Major Burke said: “When we 
met Governor Arnall and heard 
him talk, we realized he was not 
phony. He is_ sincerely deter- 
mined to reform the prison sys- 
tem of Georgia. Today, prisons 
ir. the United States have pro- 
duced $15,000,000 in goods needed 
for the war effort. At least we 
can make a start toward helping 
Tattnall’s population help to ease 
the burdens of our shortages ”’ 

Need for Mechanics Cited. 

“Mechanics are needed badly,’ 
the major said. “They'll be needed 
just as badly after the war. This 
is youx best opportunity. You 
have many state highway trucks 
to be repaired. The students could 
train by being taught to repair 
those trucks.” 

Everywhere the prison exam- 
iners went, however, they had the 
same complaint: “There is no man 
in charge of this work who really 
knows this trade. You should hire 
free men to supervise this work 
and train the prisoners.” 

Major Burke criticized the pris- 
on laundry because bundles are 
brought in from the homes of the 
guards and washed in the same 


water with the clothes of the con- | 


victs. 

“If one of these guards had an 
infectious disease,” said the ma- 
jor, “it could be spread very easily 
to every inmate of the institution. 
The prisoners can be examined 
for infectious diseases, but it is 
just as easy for a guard, or some 
member of his family to have 
some disease that could affect the 
health of every man in the insti- 
tution. The guards’ cisthing should 
be washed by themselves in their 
own homes and not loaded down 
on this laundry operated with 
state money.” 

The visitors suggested a better- 
equipped shoe repair shop; they 
also suggested more concerted ef- 
forts toward development of the 
prison’s agricultural program, the 
livestock and the farm. They 
urged that the state cut down the 
terrific costs of its printing by 
having the printing done in the 
prison. They suggested that the 
prison sawmill output of lumber 
be increased. 


“The United States government 
will buy every foot of lumber you 


ment needs that lumber badly in 
the war effort,” said Etheridge. 
“Most of the state-owned timber 
land has been denuded,” they 
were told. 


“There are plenty of places in 
south Georgia where logs can be 
bought and the lumber sold to 
the government for a creditable 
profit,” said Maverick. 


Sewing rooms and textile mills 
were suggested. The men, said 
the federal WPB chiefs, could 
handle the textile mill and make 
heavy cloth for military uniforms. 
The women could do lighter sew 
ing in their prison—making uni- 
forms for prisoners and uniforms 
for inmates of other state insti- 
tutions. 

“Something should be done,” all 
four men agreed, “to get those 
women to work in their prison. 
Apparently, it never has occurred 
to anyone to employ the women. 
Even, at the badly-needed job of 
cleaning up their own prison— 
getting rid of the dirt and the 
flies.” 


Enthusiastic Reteption 


All four visitors from WPB were 
given enthusiastic receptions by 
the prisoners. 

Warden Lawes told them: 
“There were critics who said that 
I coddled the prisoners in Sing 
Sing. I paid no‘ attention to them, 
I went on, trying to treat every 
man in the prison as a human be- 
ing. I never encouraged a stool 
pigeon to rat on his fellow prison- 
ers. Men in prison, reated decent- 
ly and intelligently worked, can 
form a strong productive force. I

“There is no need for anyone to | 


be an illiterate in a prison. He 
has plenty of time on his hands in 
which to study. I want to help 
you.

Major — told them: “When 
you see the new equipment come 
in, hitch up your belt and help us 
to help you.” 

Maury Maverick said: “When a 
man leaves prison, he should have 
a vocation to help him make his 
way in life. He ought not to be 
forced to return to his old profes- 
sion of crime.” 

Wiley Moore promised: 
going to go all over Georgia try- 
ing to help you get four months 
off each year for good behavior 
and I’m going to try to have the 
judges and solicitors in the va- 
rious counties wipe out all other 
charges when you have served 
your sentence for one of the 
crimes for which you have Leen 
convicted.” 

The prisoners were enthusiastic. 
They are waiting for the reform 
program to begin. So far, the 
only move has been to get rid of 
picks and@®shackles and to dis- 
solve the Eight-Ball squad. 

The prisoners are waiting for 
that better. food Wiley . Moore 
promised them. So far, he has 
not been able to find the dietitian 
he wants to hire for Tattnall. 
There is no complaint with the 
quality of the food. The prison- 
ers agree, the complaint is against 
the way the food is cooked.

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The Moscow Declaration 
The agreement signed at the Moscow tri- 
‘partite conference, made public yesterday, will, 
in future years, be regarded as one of the 
most significant papers in all modern history. 

The close co-operation between the four 
great powers the United Nations—the 
United States, Russia, Britain and China— 
is forcefully demonstrated in the agreement. 
China. although not officially represented at 
Moscow, evidently knew the terms of the paper 
them before they were an- 


of 


and agreed to 


nounced. 

The agreement is definite refutation of all 
German attempts, by propaganda, to cause 
dissension among the United Nations. Par- 
ticularly is this true of the relationships be- 
tween Russia and Britain and America. After 
this agreement there can be no further logical 
doubt of the sincerity of the Russian govern- 
ment and its willingness, nay anxiety, to co- 
operaté to the fullest in maintaining a world 
of peace and of democratic freedom after the 
war is done. 

The Russian agreement 
dealing specifically with Italy alone removes 
last vestige of grounds for doubting the sin- 
cerity of the Soviet Union. 

It is important that the three Allies waging 
the war in Europe are, as stated, in full ac- 
cord on the strategy the conflict. It is 
more important that they are agreed on con- 
tinued co-operation in the postwar world and 
that, with no thought aggression, they 
envisage an international organization be- 
tween al] nations for maintenance of peace. 

There wil] be general satisfaction with the 
clause which provides that German officers and 
men, and Nazi party officials, who have been 
guilty of atrocities in the occupied countries, 
shall be returned to the scenes of their crimes 
for trial and punishment. This is in accord 
with fundamental justice and should not only 
carry out the pledge of Allied leaders that war 
criminals will be punished, but should serve 
as warning to the Germans as they now are 
forced out of the areas they have held. 

The great powers, continuing their an- 
nounced policy of demanding unconditional 
surrender by the enemy as the only way in 
which the war can end, have achieved, at 
Moscow. the utmost possible in guaranteeing 
to the world of the future that lasting peace, 
that freedom and that security which all 
good men desire. 

The next step, to make more certain reali- 
zation of the plan for the future which the 
Moscow conference outlined, is for the United 
States record in favor of 
American participation in international co- 
operation for the good of the future world, in 
_ order to back the authenticity of the Ameri- 
can representative at that conference, Secre- 
tary of State Cordell] Hull. 

Russia, China and Britain are all ready to 
join with us in shaping a postwar world more 
closely to our hearts’ desire. Secretary Hull 
has acted for this nation. Let us now pray 
that no obstructionism in or out of the con- 
gress shall to weaken our support 
the program.

“War Subsidies” 


In his message to congress asking for ex- 
tension of the crop Subsidy program, President 
Roosevelt once again makes use of his adroit- 
ness in the English language by stating he 
prefers to call such payments “war subsidies,” 
rather than “crop subsidies.” 

As a matter of fact, there is much to be 
said: in support of the President's preference 
in nomenclature. For, whether or not the 
use of subsidies is the most desirable method 
of maintaining price control, it cannot be de- 
nied that they are a definite part of the anti- 
inflation program and, as such, directly con- 
nected with the national war program. 

The argument for subsidies, as set forth 
by the President, is clear. By such means it 
is believed that the cost of living could be held 
stable, at least preventing further increase 
over those rises already recorded. And it 1s 
only by holding down the cost of living that 
general wage increases can be held unjustifi- 
able. It is plain to everyone that, if mounting 
living costs are permitted to bring into effect 
higher wages, these same Higher wages will in 
their turn still further increase cost of the es- 
sentials of life. Which brings into operation 
that dread spiral which can end only in dis- 
astrous inflation. 

It is the theory of advocates of subsidies 
that they will encourage production of some 
foodstuffs which could not be produced at a 
profit if present sales prices are maintained. 

On the other hand, opponents of the sub- 
sidy plan point out that such payments must 
come out of tax-collected moneys and, thus, 
the general public will pay for them anyway. 

There is much to be said in support of 
the administration subsidy program. The 
President has presented the case for subsidies 
clearly and intelligently. No one gifted with 
ordinary common sense can misunderstand 
his argument. 

The congress will, 
subject careful consideration. 
to hope that whatever action is taken by the 
congress, it will be based solely upon desire 
for what is best for the wartime nation and 
that politics, the shadow of the coming elec- 
tions, will not be the deciding factor.

MOSCOW AGREEMENT One may be very sure, indeed, that 


the Moscow agreement announced 
yesterday shook the men at the head of the German government, 
They awaited it with even more impatience than our own people. 
They had hoped—for the worst. 

The Germans had hoped that greed, ambi- 
tion and suspicion, which has wrecked every 
other attempt at international association, 
would wreck this one. 

They had pinned their greatest hope, .and 
one may be very sure of this, that the stum- 
bling block would prove to be the “Free Ger- 
man” government set up in Russia. The 
Americans and English have been worried by 
that existing government, recognized by the 
Russians. 

The Americans and the English had said, 
“Unconditional surrender.” 

The Russians had recognized a Free German 
government of exiles. 

The Germans believed this would prove to 
be the barrier; that the great desire on the part 
of the three powerful nations to dominate, 
would split them on this point. They hoped the 
Russians would insist on standing by their already recognized Ger- 
man government and would refuse any qualified “unconditional 
surrender” position. ‘ 

So, we may know that when the Russians joined squarely in 
an unconditional surrender agreement, it was a severe jolt to the 
Germans. 

There had been another hope. Here of late there had been a 
persistent and clever propaganda about the division of China. There 
had been an effort, unhappily concurred in on the part of Ken- 
tucky’s ambitious Happy Chandler, to say that England would never 
sit down at the conference table on even terms with China. 

The Germans undowbtedly hoped, and believed, that this was a 
meeting of the three great powers and that China would be sent 
formal and friendly notices of what had occurred. 

Now it is revealed that China was a full partner in the con- 
ference. 

There can be no dividing propaganda on the basis that this was 
an imperialistic meeting designed to ignore China and her rights. 

This was a good solid blow to the German solar plexus. 
ARTICLE D It is an agreement spectacular in its thoroughness 

and its freeness from any hint of discord. . The 
veteran Cordell Hull seems to have handled his part of it admirably 
and well. Our new ambassador, Harriman, also helped with his 
knowledge of Russian affairs. 

You read that agreement and feel that here is a great docu- 
ment, freely arrived at and mutually acceptable. It is one which 
should find an early indorsement in the senate of the United States. 

You come down to Article D and find that it pledges an inter- 

national organization, based on the principle of sovereign equality 
of all peace-loving states and open to membership by all such states, 
large and small, for the maintenance of international peace. 
_ You read it and you find a certain confidence growing that this 
time we are going to get some place. There will be no Utopia; 
there will be no sudden abolition of all the ills of humanity. But 
this time we are going to get somewhere. 

It is a great document and it could be, by the help of God,‘a 
document which could mean as much to the world as did that docu- 
ment we call our own Declaration of Independence. 

It speaks out boldly. 

_ Gone now is the dread of a separate peace by Russia, which the 
isolationists and the Russia-haters spread by hint and direct charge. 
Gone now is the German hope that another agreement could be 
reached to*end the war in Russia. Gone now is the German hope 
that the wedge may be driven between the Allies and Russia. 

The plan now is made for the fighting of the war. 

You read that the generals and the chiefs of staff were there and 
that plans were made known and agreed upon. 


AN OLD FIGURE Reading this document, you think, quite {n- 

evitably, of one man. You think of a man. 
who once walked the streets here in Atlanta: who once climbed the 
steps to a small law office down on Forsyth street, looking down 
from his windows at Marietta. | 

You think of the tall, gaunt old Presbyterian, Woodrow Wilson. 

His ghost was there, haunting the Kremlin. It haunts us. too. 
The American people are ready, I think, for his dream in 1943 as 
they were not in 1919: 

We were younger then and we had had our first big war. We 
came home from it thinking in terms of our vastness and our raw 
power, hardly realized before and really never fully mobilized. We 
got going awkwardly, slowly, and we got enough weight and food 
and men in there to turn the balance. 

And we came home feeling strong. We came home with a few 
phrases of AEF French and some bawdy songs and a sort of con- 
tempt for the Frogs and the English and a mighty feeling of our 
own power. 

“Who won the war?” we shouted. 

“We did,” we answered, and with some truth, but forgetting 
also the four long years of blood and war. 

So, we had not much use for any man who talked about another 
war. We would stay at home and we would remain out of other 
wars. | 

That tall, gaunt old man was saying that this country, because 
of the very power and strength of which it boasted, could not re- 
main out of wars. It had to be drawn in. So, he asked for an 
association of nations, a League of Nations, to make a war im- 
possible. : 

We let him be shouted down. 

: He regretted it. He said there surely, would be another war with- 
in 25 years. He didn’t miss it far. : 

Now comes Article D. ; 

[ imagine there was a sniile on that severe, deep-lined face and 
that the Calvinistic austerity of it was broken by an ironic, but 
pleased, smile. 

This time I think the people of this country are ready for 
Wilson's idea. This time it is put forward by Roosevelt, Stalin, 
Churchill and Chiang. This time we will take it.

Walter Lippman has made a suggestion which all Americans, 
for their own future welfare, should keep in mind and persistently 
advocate until it is finally adopted. 

He says that our plan for dealing with defeated Germany must 
be changed, else we shall make ourselves responsible for all the 
ills that Hitler has made inevitable. 

Of course we have no official avowed plan, but it seems to he 
taken for granted, by officials and private citizens, that we must 
occupy Germany and control it by a military government. The 
assumption is that the Nazi generation, being hopelessly Hitler- 
ized, cannot be trusted. Therefore we must govern; we must con- 
trol manufacture to prevent rearmament: and we must control the 
schools, public prints and radio, in order to re-educate the young 
and prevent further propaganda. 

_Suppose we do occupy the country with troops and set up a 
military government similar to the one in Sicily. At oncegwe make 
ourselves responsible for everything that happens, and, course, 
we are committed to doing a good job. We'll do everything pos- 
sible to make the thing work. 

By playing Santa Claus and spending enough money. we could 
make conditions so pleasant the Germans would scarcely feel their 
defeat. That is, we could bear their burdens and endure their woes. 
But our people wouldnt stand for it. All the money and energy 
we have will be needed here at home. 

So instead of playing Santa Claus, we would only govern and 
try to get things tn order. But Germany will be bankrupt—finan- 
cially, spiritually and politically—and Nazi rule, plus the war. will 
have made years of turmoil, strife, canfusion, poverty and misery 
almost inevitable. For all of this we'll get the blame if we are 
in charge. 

The wiser plan would be to control them from the outside. ta 
prevent mischief, and leave them to stew in their own fat. Let 
them selve their own problems. Let them bear the woes they have 
brought upon themselves. We shall have enough of our own.

rve a Serious "Trifle’ 


By SALLY SAVER. 

The English are famous for understatement; for example, one of 
their most elaborate desserts is called a “trifle.” The true trifle is 
something not to be taken lightly; it consists of a wine-flavored 
custard, made just right; jam, and often three kinds of cake, plus 
whipping cream. However, a simplified version of this justly famous 
cessert can be made with sponge cake, ladyfingers or whatever cake 
you happen to have. Perhaps even leftover cake will do. Here’s 
the simplied trifle: 

Wine Trifle 
(Serves 6-8) 
1-2 cup sherry 


1 quart milk 
1 sponge cake layer 


3 tablespoons corn starch 
1-2 cup sugar 
1-2 teaspoon salt 
2 eggs, beaten 

Scald the milk. Combine corn starch, sugar and the salt. Grad- 
ually stir in the scalded milk. Bring to boiling point and cook for 
about 15 minutes until thickened and smooth. Stir small amount of 
hot mixture into beaten eggs. Add gradually to remaining sauce. 
Ada 1-4 cup sherry wine and cook for one minute. Cool. 

Cut the sponge cake into rounds about two inches in diameter. 
Split and spread with 6 tablespoons of the jam. (Or spread jam be- 
tween split ladyfingers.) Arrange cake around edge and over bottom 
of shallow glass dish. Pour remaining 1-4 cup sherry wine over cake 
in bottom of plate. Add the custard. Garnish with remaining 2 
tablespoons of jam. Chill before serving.

Take 
the poor souls struggling along to- 
day on a fixed income or pension. 
The income is fixed but the prices 
aren’t. Money doesn’t buy what 
it used to, not by a long shot. But 
you can’t get by on tea and toast 
and one real meal a day. A few 
of the facts about nutrition will 
help you to get more for your 
money. 

Instead of spending 10 to 20 
cents for orange juice, buy a whole 
orange, which has more vitamin 
C, one of.the nutrients you must 
have. Whole grain cereal with 
milk provides excellent nutrition 
for véry little cost. A green leafy 
vegetable is trouble to prepare, 
but it doesn’t cost much and it 
adds too much to the diet to be 
left out: You need a minimum 
of four eggs a week—one a day, 
if you can afford them. But the 
Grade B brown eggs are nutri- 
tionally on a par with the white 
ones. A cheap way to get more 
Vitamin B is to have liver, not 
calves’ liver, of course, which is 
too expensive, but beef, lamb, or 
pork liver. Brains are cheap, too! 

If you live alone and cook your 
own meals, you are not apt to
